ofa pistol in a member’s pocket; the 
vall passed through the boot leg 
of Mr. Sumner, of Mississippi. No 
harm. 

Vinehback is elected permanent 
resident. Pinchback addressed the 
(onvention, returning thanks for the 
ionor upon him, and ex- 
)ressing his gratitude to the Repub- 
‘ican party for what it had accom- 
plished in behalf of the colored race. 
lie proceeded to recapitulate the 
status of the colored race here since 
(he introduction of acargo of Africans 
by the Duteh in 1620 into Virginia, 
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when they were sold as slaves, and 
up to the late civil war sinee which 
time the race here have been clothed 
with political rights. ‘They now ask 
the National Legislature togive t 1em 
such privileges as are accorded to the 
white race. These embrace the rights 
of admission into the public schools, 
theatres, hotels, and on steamboats 
and railroad cars. It was a fallacy 
to say that the colored race are slaves 
by instinet ; they were seized by their 
former captors and traders, anda long 
service of years of bondage has not 
extinguished their love of freedom. 
He cited the successful record of the 
race since their emancipation, and 
denied that it was dependent upon 
the Caueasian race for sustaining its 
Vigor of intellect, as is often asserted, 
and pointed out education as the way 
to have recognition’: seek them in- 
stead of begging for it.

No action regarding motives of the

J. C. Conner, of 
Texas, died in this city to-night after 
a very brief illness. 

The Louisiana delegation to the 
Civil Rights Convention visited the 
President to-day. Senator Wesi, in- 
troduced them. 

The President said he was glad to 
meet them. He had always erdeav- 
ored to secure for the colored man all 
the rights which should accompany 
enfranchisement. Certain rights are 
still withheld, but he hoped that ere 
long they would find themselves in 
full possession of all the privileges 
which belong to freemen. He said 
he did not know what Congress 
would do in the matter, but thought 
it likely that that body would, at its 
present session pass a civil rights bill, 
and that if such a bill is defeated, it 
will probably be because an extreme 
measure is urged by some person 
who claims to bea particuiar friend 
of the colored man. 

Col. Lewis was the orator in behalf 
of the visitors, 

A full meeting of the Judiciary 
Committee had a long discussion over 
Williams’ nomination to the Chief 
Justiceship. No action. 

No important nominations or con- 
firmations affecting the South was 
made to-day, except Judge Lyons, 
Attorney for the Eastern District of 
Virginia, who was nominated and 
confirmed the same day. He sue- 
ceeds Welles, who resigned.

THURSDAY, Dec. 10, 1873. 


The Senate met at 11 o'clock, Lieut. 
Gov. Brogden in the chair. 

Journal of yesterday read and ap- 
proved, 

Mr. Powell asked the privilege of 
recording his yote in the negative on 
the amendment tostrike out that 
portion of the back-pay resolution in 
regard to censurig the President, and 
in the affirmative on the adoption of 
the resolution. 

Reports from Standing Committees 
were submitted as follows: Mr. Cun- 
ningham, from the Educational ; Mr. 
Welch, fromthe Corporations; Messrs. 
Seymour and Gudger, from the Ju- 
diciary ; Mr. ‘Troy, from Claims. 

Mr. Morehead, of Guilford, madea 
verbal report from the Joint Select 
Committee to Waiton the Attorney 
General, to the effect. that the opin- 
ion of that officer in regard to the 
present session, Was that the law was 
prospective and had no effect on the 
session of the General Assembly. 

Motions and Resolutions, 


On motion of Mr. Ellis, of Cataw- 
ba, Senate bill No. 65 wastaken from 
the Calendar and referred to the Ju- 
diciary Committee, 

On motion of Mr. Love, Senate bill 
No. 59 was withdrawn from the files 
and referred to the Judiciary Com- 
mittee. 

On motion Mr. McCotter, Senate 
bill for the etter protection of the 
bridge over Tar River, at Greenville, 
Was Withdrawn from the files of the 
Senate and re-reterred lo the Commit- 
tee. 

On motion of Mr. Morehead of 
(;uilford, it was ordered that when 
this Senate adjourn it will adjourn 
to meet to-morrow atll o'clock, as 
a Republican caucus was called for 
to-nivht, and the members of 
that party could not well attend the 
session to-night. 

Mr. Cramer otfered a resolution of 
instructions to the Publie Printer to 
incorporate in the Journals the re- 
ports of the officers of the State In- 
stitutions,

By Mr. Humphrey, a bill to amend 
the Constitution of North Carolina. 
Keterred to Judiciary Committee. 

By Mr. Troy, a bill to incorporate 
the Diamond Cotton Chopper and 
Cultivator Company. Reterred to 
the Committee on Corporations. 

By Ui/r. Nicholson, a bill concern- 
ing the State debt. Referred to 
Special Committee on State Debt, and 
on motion of Mr. Todd, was ordered 
to be prented. 

Culendar, 

The bill supplementary to, and ex- 
planatory of all acts passed by the 
present General Assembly, which 
requires all corporations of every 
character authorized by this General 
Assembly to carry out their proper 
and legitimate business, ete., came up 
on its third reading. 

Mr. Humphrey was in favor of 
the bili, but as it did not reach further 
than the present General Assembly, 
he would move that the bill be either 
referred to the Committee on Internal 
Improvements, or have the bill prin- 
ted and made a special order. 

Mr. Morc!.ead, of Guilford, ‘trose 
toexplain,’’ but yielded to the re- 
quest of Mr. Humphrey, to have 
the bill reterred to the Committee on 
Banks and Currency, printed and 
made the special order for Friday 
next. 

The bill amendatory of theelection 
law was taken up, and on motion 
was referred to the Committe on 
Privileges and Elections. 

‘The billto amend thebastardy law 

ras laid on the table. 

The bill concerning incorporated 
towns and villages, providing that 
towns and villages that fail to hold 
their elections on the Ist of January, 
as required by law, may do so after- 
wards, was taken up and passed its 
several readings. 

Special Order. 


The bill to insure the completion 
of the Western Railroad, came up as 
the special order at 12 o'clock. 

An amendmendment was offered 
tothe bill by Mr. Troy, when Mr. 
Welch moved to postpone further ac- 
tion on the bill till the return of the 
Chairman of the Committee on Inter- 
nal Improvements, Mr. Morehead, of 
Rockingham. 

Mr. Cowles gave several reasons for 
his motion to indefinitely postpone, 
first, that several suits were pending 
with the private stockholders of the 
road, and time was needed to see how 
they were decided. Second, that he 
Was not satisfied with the character 
of the bonds the bill provided should 
be paid for the State’s interest. 

Mr. Morehead, of Guilford, was 
surprised to fiud Mr. Cowles, by 
whose door this railroad would pass, 
opposing the bill. He explained the 
deconeeen of the bonds proposed to be 
given for the State’s interest, to be on 
par with other State bonds, 

Mr. Cowles stated that his objec- 
tions were confined to the character 
of the bonds proposed to be given for 
the State’s interest. If he was satis- 


fied that bonds of an equal dignity 
with any of the State bonds would be 


given, he would withdraw his mo- 
tion. :

_ponement, and at some length ex-

State, and proceeded to press the pas- 
sage of the bill. He was willing for 
its postponement in accordance with 
the motion of Mr. Welch, 

Mr. Powell opposed the indefinite 
postponement of the bill. 

Mr. Cowles withdrew his motion 
to indefinitely postpone and Mr. 
Troy renewed it. 

Mr. Morehead called for the yeas 
and nays, When the motion to indef- 
initely postpone was lost by 15 ayes 
to 20 nays, 

Mr. Troy offered an amendment to 
the bill, which was,on motion,order- 
ed to be printed, and the bill as 
amended made the special order for 
‘Tuesday, the 16th inst.

THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY ON THE 
CURRENCY.—The following resolu- 
tion, introduced by Senator Hum- 
»hrey, several days ago, was reported 
, om the Committee vorably yester- 
ay: 
V HEREAS, in the opinion of the 
General Assembly, the financial trou- 
bles of the country, which have 
alyzed all business, is attributed to 
defects in legislation upon the subject 
of Banking and Currency, and that 
the National Congress has the power 
to remedy such legislation; therefore, 
Resolved by the General Assembly 
of North Carolina, That the Senators 
and Representatives from North Car- 
olina in the Congress of the United 
States are hereby requested to use 
their influence in securing such leg- 
islation as will give tothe people a 
free banking system, and a safe, 
cheap currency ; the 
of an actestablishing a uniform na- 
tional rate of interest not exceeding 
eight per cent. per annum, and en- 
acting the most stringent usury laws; 
restricting banks to a legitimate 
banking business, and prohibiting 
the same from paying interest on de- 
posits, or if allowed, restricted to a 
rate of not exceeding one-half of the 
rate they may be allowed by law to 
charge. And whereas the increased 
and increasing uses and demands for 
currency produces such stringency 
in money matters as to enable the 
banks and money lenders to exact 
the ruinous rates of trom twelve to 
twenty-five per cent. per annum, 
justifies the General Assembly in the 
opinion that an expansion of the cur- 
rency is greatly needed ; therefore, 
Resolved, That our Senators and 
Representatives in Congress are re- 
quested to use their influence for an 
act of Congress authorizing the issue 
of four lundred millions of legal 
tender treasury notes of the govern- 
ment, bearing no interest, and that 
the Secretary of the Treasury be au- 
thorized and directed to use the same 
in taking up outstanding bonds of 
the government. That, in the event 
of a redundancy of the currency, 
authority to issue bonds of the gov- 
ernment for absorption, bearing a 
low rate of interest and payable at 
the option of the government.

Mr. Worth’s 
bill proposes to issue 35,000,000 of 
coupon bonds and levies a tax to pay 
theinterest semi-annually and directs 
the Treasurer to offer for the whole 
of the old anti-war bonds and in- 
terest not funded, 334 cents on the 
dollar or at one for three, (not inelu- 
ding the N. ©. Railroad bonds and 
interest); for all bonds issued since the 
close of the war, not special tax and 
accrued interest, 20 cents in the dol- 
lar or one in five; for bonds issued for 
internal improvements, pur s af- 
ter Vay the 20th, 1861, and prior to 
May, 1565, with interest due on the 
same, 20 cents in the dollar or one for 
five.

We could fill a volume with quota- 
tions on this subject, with comments 
from the Conservative press of North 
Carolina, showing the importance 
and propriety of passing this amnes- 
ty act, but the above will suffice for 
the present. The articles given are 
meagre extracts from lengthy edito- 
rials in the papers quoted. 

Now, what was the course of the 
Sentinel while the amnesty bill was 
pending, and its fate was uncertain ? 

The Editor of the Sentine/ refused 
to unite with other gentlemen = in 
making an appeal to the Conserva- 
tive press of the State that approved 
the measure to lend their influence 
to its support. 

While the RaLrian Nrws gave 
these extracts and more in its edito- 
rial columns in tavor of the passage of 
the bill, what did the Editor of the 
Sentinel do in its behalf? 

He attempted to stab the measure 
by getting ANDERSON, of Clay, one 
of the bolting Conservatives, to write 
the following letter to Senator Nor- 
WoopD : 

“Housk Or REPRESENTATIVES, 

Raleigh, Feb. 19, 
Mr. J. W. Norwood, 

DEAR SiR: We think it more im- 
portant to the party to deal fairly 
with Mr. Turner about the Publie 
Pyjinting than to pass the Amnesty 
bill, and we are determined to vote 
against the bill, unless the party will 
agree to give both Editors a fair 
chance for it. 

There are enough of us, and we are 
determined to defeat the bill, unless 
we get tair dealing in this matter. 

Respectfully, 
J. S. ANDERSON.”’ 

ANDERSON Was one of the Con- 
servatives who refused to support 
Governor VANCE for Senator after he 
Was nominated. afterwards 
wanted TURNER to have the print- 
ing. ‘*Birds of a feather,”’ &e. 

Soon after Senator Norwoop re- 
ceived this remarkable communica- 
tion, he arose in open session and sent 
it to the Clerk’s desk to be read, 
for the Senate to take such action as 
might be deemed proper. The letter 
was by that body transmitted to the 
Speaker of the House of Representa- 
tives, as Mr. ANDERSON Was a member 
of the latter body. When the letter 
came to the House, the following 
proceedings Were had: We copy 
from the report. 

‘*Mr. McGehee said that if this 
matter ineant anything, it meant an 
offer for a bargain in relation toa 
ysublie measure. The honor of the 

ouse demanded investsgation 
and he demanded it. He said if the 
House stooped to legislation of this 
kind. it would and should sink into 
morited contempt, &¢.”’ 

After some debate Mr. Bennevr 
offered the following resolution which 
was adopted : 

Resolved, That a Committee of 
three be appointed to investigate the 
matter of the letter sent to this House 
le er to have been written by 

.s. Anderson to J. W. Norwood, 
and report at their earliest conven- 
ience.,’ 

On the 4th of February, Col. BEN- 
NETT, Chairman of the Committee of 
Investigation made the report to the 
House, with the evidence, ete. They 
say: ‘*The Committee appointed by 
the House to investigate the letter 
written by J. S. ANDERSON, & mem- 
ber of the House of Representatives, 
to J. W. Nokwoop, Senator in the 
General Assembly, report as follows: 
The Committea have examined Mr. 
ANDERSON, and his evidence, togeth- 
er with that of othee members of the 
the House, is herewith submitted for 
the action of your body. It will be 
seen by the the testimony adduced 
that the letter in question was 
sketched by JosIAnN TURNER at the 
instance of Mr. ANDERSON, and re- 
written with possibly a verbal amend- 
ment by Mr. ANDERSON,”’ 

As soon as the situation became 
known, TURNER assumed the whole 
responsibility. In explanation of his 
conduct he said : 


“We stated to Mr. Joyner, of 
Johnson,” (another bolter) ‘that cer- 
tain members had the amnesty bill 
much at heart, and if a few members 
threaten to vote against the amnesty 
biil, we could force them into a 
caucus, where we could show that 
the Rings were at work in the party.” 


Why did TURNER choose one of the 
MERRIMON bolters, JOYNER, of John- 
ston, to force a caucus—a man who 
had refused to abide its action in the 
Senatorial matter? 

The Sentinel then adds: “We told 
Messrs. ANDERSON and JOYNER” (two 
bolters) ‘‘to go before the Committee 
and put the whole blame of the mat- 
ter at our door. We would take it 
all. And we do,”’ 


And, people of North Carolina, this 
is Josiau TuRNeR, Jr., the man who 
counselied raids on citizens in Grange 
and Alamance, and when the ill-ad- 
vised men who took his advice, were 
asking for amnesty, he wrote the 
ANDERSON letter to Senator NOR- 
woop, threatening to defeat amnesty 


unless he got justice about the print- 


ing! 

TURNER denies he wrote letters ad- 
vising raids, but we promise him his 
whole connection with this matter 
shall be fully made known to the 
public betore we are done with him. 

We make the charge against him 
that he advised raids by the Ku Klux 
and then treacherously deserted his 
friends, when others were appealing 
for their pardon. If we do not prove 
this,then we will retract and beg par- 
don.

Memphis, Tenn., the. Late Cit 
‘Sorrow and Death—A Watk 


terye-The Grave of Miss Mattie 

rtyree Business 

Present, 

_As the shrill whistle of the locomo- 
tive of our train announced our ap- 
proach to the late city of mourning 
and distress, our feelings can better 
be imagined than expressed by those 
who have the sym pathy and teelings 
of a human heart. 

On our arrival at the railway sta- 
ion, we meta friend, and in com- 
pany with him, straightway :nade 
our way up one of the principal 
streets to the business centre of 
the city. In our route my 
friend soon commenced _ pointing 
out the many homes that were 
left desolate—the stern monarch had 
laid his withering hand on the in- 
mates and claimed them as his vic- 
tims; the homes where but a few short 
weeks past were the scenes of happi- 
ness and pleasure, are now but cir- 
cles of mourning; the romping and 
playful children in their childish 
glees are heard no more; the wife as 
she stands anxiously looking from 
the front gate for her returning hus- 
band at eve, has taken her last look; 
uh, how sad! in many cases parents 
and children are all sleeping side by 
side beneath the sod and = shades of 
Klmwood. We continued our walk 
on many of the principal business 
streets, looking for those of our friends 
we had left behind often. When we 
would ask some survivor in the same 
places of business for our friend, the 
sad response would be *‘died with the 
fever.’> The scenes as described by 
those who remaiped during the en- 
tire scourge are enough to make one’s 
heart ache with sorrow and sym- 
pathy for those of our race 
Who fell victims to this fearful dis- 
ease. After prospecting Over the city 
for some hours, our nextimpulse was 
to visit Elinwood Cemetery, where 
many of the recent dead sleep the 
long slumber of death. The hour we 
selected for this mission, and most 
appropriate, Was in the afternoon as 
the sun was sinking behind the wes- 
tern horizon, and strewing his lin- 
ering rays of departing day upon the 
tall oaks that stand in the quiet, but 
thickly populated city of the dead. 
We made our appearance at the eas- 
tern elitrance to the Cemetery; the 
polite son of mortality who has charge 
of the grounds gave us permission 
to pass; in after asking him some 
questions for information, Which were 
Kindly and courteously answered, 
we commenced our stroll; as we 
passed down the main drive about 50 
yards from our out-starting point at 
ihe gate, we came to Magnolia Ave- 
nue, and just where this street forms 
an angle to the leit, behind a large 
box wood tree, is the grave of the brave 
but gentle Mattie Stephenson, whose 
hame is historic in connection with 
the late yellow fever epidemic of this 
city. She gave her liie in aid of suf- 
fering and distress. The grave is 
neatly sodded and the floral ofter- 
ings are always fresh upon the 
green mound that covers the sacred 
dust of this young and tender martyr 
of mercy, Who died among strangers, 
but whose name will ever live bright 
in the memories of the people of 
Memphis, and whose virtues and 
purenuess of heart will be a beacon 
stur worthy ot hersex. Tread lightly 
as you pass this little grave on Mag- 
nolia Avenue—pause and think who 
sleeps beneath the flowers and ever- 
greens that grow on this grassy 
mound, Let there be a shaft of mar- 
bie as spotless as the driven snow 
erected over her resting place, beside 
the beautiful evergreen tree that now 


stands as a sentinel of time guarding 


the grave and perpetuating the name 
of this christian heroine, Mattie 
Stephenson, 
“Sleepon, brave one, 
There’s no proucer grave, 
Froin the broad Pacific's rover 
To the Atlantic’s restiess wave.” 

We next came to the Odd Fellows’ 
square, Where we counted one hun- 
dred and five fresh graves of those of 
the three-linked brotherhood that 
died during the fever here. How 
beautifully they exemplified and car- 
ried out the mottoof their benevolent 
order, visit the sick, relieve the dis- 
tressed and bury the dead. In neur- 
ly every private square in the ceme- 
tery can be seen the recent work of 
the grave digger, which tells apes 
er-by that death and sorrow had vis- 
ited all, regardless of rank or position. 
We next come to the grave of the 
wife of J. Burk Scott, who died with 
the fever. It seemed so sad that she 
should be taken away from her young 
husband in the early morning of 
their married life. She died not as 
those without a hope of the future. 
As day began to sink into twilight, 
we made our exit from this lovely 
but beautiful place, for the city. 

Morning again dawns upon the 
late plague-stricken Blutf City, and 
as the God of Day begins to gild the 
waking world with his refreshing 
beams, the busy bustle and business 
of commercial life is to be seen on 
every hand. Merchants say they are 
doing much better than they could 
possibly expect. Large quantities 
of cotton is being shipped from here 
for both eastern and foreign markets. 
One of the largest produce dealers in 
the city says his business is better 
than ever before. I refer to C. G. 
Brenizer & Co., of Front street. 

Some excitement seems to be brew- 
ing over the approaching municipal 
election. 

Hotels, boarding houses and pri- 
vate families are complaining great- 
ly for the want of competent help 
since the fever. 

Business of every kind seems to be 
brisk, many strangers are visiting 
the city as well as country merehants 
wiro are laying in supplies. 

The best evidence of prosperity of 
a people is always displayed by the 
liberality they extend to the press in 
the way of patronage, which is good 
in this city. The Appeal is now re- 
cognized as the leading journal in 
this portion of the Mississippi Valley 
and southwest.
